REMOVING BARREL 



LOADING MAGAZINE

DISASSEMBLY; 

NEVER ATTEMPT TO DISASSEMBLE BEFORE UNLOADING 

1. Remgve magazine by pressing magazine catch and allowing magazine to slide down and out of handle. 

2. Pull slide to rear and lock open by moving safety to “on'" positioa FThe safety acts also as a side lock^ holding the slide in 
open positionj 

3. TO REMOVE BARREL ON MODEL-1 DO: Depress barrel lock plunger and unscrew barrel nut, allowing barrel to move up out of 
its seat in frame. NOTE; Slots in barrel nut permit use of coin to rigidly seat or unseat the nut 

4. TO REMOVE BARREL ON MODEL-1 01: Unscrew barrel nut, allowing barrel to move up out of its seat in frame, NOTE; Slots 

in barrel nut permit use of coin to rigidly seat or unseat the nut. _ ... 

SAFETY: Safety is in "ON” position when red paint on right side of safety button is not visible. (Safety locks Firing Pin 
Striker and Slide.) 



ASSEMBLY: 

L Replace slide spring in slide. 

2. Replace striker and striker spring in slide. The striker spring rests inside the slide spring. Rotate striker so that fiat on 
striker faces the slot in bottom of slide. 

3. Replace slide on frame, lining up the grooves, and pull slide to rearmost position Hold sl ide to rear and press safety "on " 
locking slide to rear. 

4. Align barrel with the frame and tighten barrel nut. 

NOTE: Slots in barrel nut permit use of a coin to rigidly seat or unseat the nut, 

5. Release slide by moving safety to '“off" position. This will allow slide to move to battery position. 

6. Replace magazine In grip and press until locked in place. 



LOADiNG AND FIRING: 

1. Depress magazine catch, remove magazine and load it. 

2. Replace magazine. 

3. Pull slide to rear and release, allowing slide to move forward and strip a cartridge from magazine and feed it into the cham- 
ber. Gun is now ready to fire by pulling trigger. {This is a semi-automatio pistol and ten successive shots may be fired by 
simply pulling the trigger for each shoU 

4 . Striker is also a visible indicator which shows unfailingly when pistol is cocked and ready to fire (see back end of slide). 

5. If gun is not being fired, engage the safety* Always leave safety on until ready lo fire. When engaged, the safety also locks 
the slide closed, making the arm safe to carry. 



SIGHT ADJUSTMENT: 

Dura-Matic pistols are sighted in at approximately a 50-foot range. If lateral adjustment is desired because of individual pref- 
erence In sighting or holding, tap the rear sight gently using a brass or plastic hammer. Move the rear sight in the direction 
you want the point of impact to move. 



DRY FIRING; 

in dummy firing the pistol in practice, it is best to first insert a dummy shell or fired case into the chamber. This will prevent 
possible damage to the firing pin and the barrel.
